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Post-Mortem on 
British Election 


O.. the day before the British 
elections, Bernard Baruch made 
a spcech about Woodrow Wilson. 

He did so at a 
meeting called 
to formulate 
plans for the 
100th anniver- 
sary of the birth 
of the man who 
was one of our 
greatest presi- 
dents. The anni- 
versary occurs 
in 1956. 
Baruch’s ad- 
dress was a masterpiece of ir- 
refutable logic. The gaunt and 
accusing Calvinist ghost of Wood- 
row Wilson has hovered over all 
of us since the little group of 
blind and greedy, ambitious men 
pulled down the pillars of collec- 
tive security in the critical years 
of 1919-20. 

Baruch quoted Wilson as say- 
ing, ‘‘Liberty is not its govern- 
ment. In the wrong hands—in 
hands unpracticed, undisciplined, 
it is incompatible with govern- 
ment.’’ Democracy, he was say- 
ing, is organized self-restraint. 
In these days when it is under 
siege, self-discipline is the first 
imperative of its defense. In the 
Jas* analysis, our only freedom 
in these times is the freedom to 
discipline ourselves. If we fail, 
we shall be compelled to submit 
to discipline which others will 
impose upon us. 


Folly 

There is another statement of 
Wilson’s which fits well into this 
post-mortem on the British elec- 
tions. It is contained in his last 
message to the Congress. In it 
he pointed out that the govern- 
ment and private financial insti- 
tutions in the United States were 
making huge loans to foreign na- 
tions in order that they might 
buy our goods and, thus, arti- 
ficially maintain the American 
boom. He pointed out that this 
was the worst sort of folly. When 
we could no longer make loans, 
he said. and the foreign nations 
slill could not sell. their own 
goods to us, the world economy 
would crash. 

How right he was is written in 
the story of the almost hyster- 
ica! inflation which crashed into 
disaster in the autumn of 1929. 

No man ever knows at the 
time when tides of history are 
flooding or ebbing.” The con- 
quering armies of the Moslem 
word were at the gates of Vi- 
enna in 1632. The war went on 
for another hundred years. In 
1632. no one knew that the fanat- 
ic power of the Moslem armies 
had reached flood tide before the 
embattled gates of the Christian 
city of Vienna. 

It may be today that the great 
power of the Communist world 
is at its peak. It may be, if we 
are vigilant and willing to sac- 
rifice for the things in which we 
believe, that from this time on 
the Red tides slowly will ebb. 
Wut whether they flood or ebb, 
we will not know for sure for a 
iong time. 


New Role 


There are talks going on in 
Belgrade. Moscow’s representa- 
tives reportedly are uncomfort- 
uble and uneasy in the role 
which is new to them, that of 
npology. Tito, being human, is 
enjoying a sense of triumph 
which has come to but few men 
who have dealt with the Krem- 
lir’s conspirators. But at the 
same time, we learn that Amer- 
ican aid to Yugoslavia is lag- 
ging. Their economy suffers. 
Almost surely, he will of neces- 
sity make some barter with the 
Soviets. 

In Great Britain the Conserva- 
tive Party has won the first real, 
clear-cut parliamentary victory 
Gritain has known in almost two 
decades. It is a triumph of 
such substantial proportions that 
Aneurin Bevan may be able to 
lead a radical left-wing revolt 
ana take over the Labor or So- 
cialist Party. Certainly he will 
be able to do so if the Conserva- 
tive government, having come to 
power, becomes reactionary. 

Sl-ould the next five years see 
him come to dominate British 
politics, it will be.an end to the 
Anv!o-American alliance.

The Georgia Livestock 
Board, a private authority 
time ago by the Legislature, was a good 
idea. However, its accomplishments to 
date have been meager compared to its 
potential. 

It now appears that the board is de- 
termined to develop this potential and 
become a real facto: the state's agricul- 
tural program. 

Monday the board broadened its activi- 
ties to make possible large loans for farm 
operators who cannot secure the credit 
they need. It agreed to serve as a collec- 
tion agency for banks or other lending 
firms willing to put up money for farmers 
needing more than their home-town banks 
can advance.

Some large operators need loans of 
$25,000 or more to finance large-scale 
livestock developments. Smaller institu- 


tions find it impossible to undertake such 
financing. Larger firms will undertake 
such risks if the loans can be insured and 
if the state will help with collections 

The decision sounds like a good idea 
The livestock industry has made rapid 
progress but much more can be achieved. 
Sheep raising, for instance, has a great fu- 
ture. It, like other livestock development, 
requires financing and the banks are to 
be commended heartily for their willing- 
ness to promote it. 

Working with bank institutions, the 
Livestock Development Board can per- 
form a major service in promoting the fu- 
ture of Georgia agriculture.

One favorable result of government 
crop and acreage control programs has re- 
ceived too little attention. It has forced 
diversification upon the South and has 
contributed to that same objective in 
other sections of the country. 

The better balanced and more diversi- 
fied agriculture in Georgia is attributed 
to government policies by Ralph John- 
son, agronomist for the University of 
Georgia Agricultural Extension Se vice. 
He cites figures to prove his point. 

The greatest use made of lands re- 
tired from cotton production has been in 
pastures. Small grain-winter legume mix- 
tures now are grown on 643,000 acres and 
grain sorghum acreage is listed at 98.,- 
000. Crimson clover acreage is 868,000. 
There are 300,000 acres in Coastal Ber- 
muda grass and white clover-fescue pas- 
tures now occupy more than 325,000 acres. 

These pastures, of course, have made 
possible a big expansion in _ livestock

WASHINGTON, May 29 #—Re 
ports circulated in official quarters 
here tonight that some of the 
‘American fliers held in Red China 
since the end of the Korean War

imay be released soon. 

The Chinese Communists hold 15 
|American Airmen. They have im- 
| Posed prison sentences on 11, 
‘charging them with espionage—a 
charge which the U.S. government 
has denounced as false. The other 
four are fighter pilots against 
“whom no such charges have been 
made publicly. 
| Diplomats speculated that on the 
basis of information from Peiping 
in the last two weeks the Red Chi- 
nese shortly would release the 
four fighter pilots. The State De- 
partment had no comment on the 
report the fliers might be released. 


WORK FOR RELEASE 
Diplomats of the United Nations 


‘and of several interested countries 


have been active for months in 
trying to obtain freedom for the 
men. The latest of these interme- 
diaries to visit Peiping was In- 
dia’s V. K. Krishna Menon. 

There is some reason to believe 
that the Indian envoy as well as 
representatives of various nations 
who have been in touch with the 
Red Chinese Premier, Chou En- 
Lai, have had indications that the 
Red Chinese were about to take 
Steps to free at least the four 
fighter pilots.

Orient ‘Ghee’ May Signal 


End of Butter Surplus 


By CHARLES E. EGAN

WASHINGTON, May 28—A permanent annual mar- 


ket for upwards oO 


f 100,000,000 pounds of butter processed 


into “ghee” has been found in the orient by Agricultural 
representatives of dairy countries, it was learned from 


authorative sources today. 

“Ghee” is used widely in India, 
Pakistan, Egypt and elsewhere. 
Generally speaking, it is made by 
boiling down butter, cooling it and 
pouring off the oily liquid, w hich 
is ghee. 


ANNUAL OUTLET 

The fact that this country, along 
with others, was investigating the 
virtually untapped market exist- 
ing for ghee as a means of dis- 
posing of butter surpluses here 
and abroad, first came to light 
last January. Officials predicted 
then that the demand, if properly 
developed, would be large enough 
not only to eliminate surplus 
stocks of butter but to provide a 
permanent and profitable market 
for regular butter producers. 

In the interim, surveys have 
been conducted by the agricultural 
experts of this country, Canada. 
Denmark, the Netherlands, New 
Zealand and Australia. According 


to officials here, the earlier sur-| 


velys have confirmed predictions 
made early this year. 


HALF FROM U.S. 


According to a tentative pro 
‘gram now being worked out in 
detail, this country would supply 
50,000,000 of the 100,000,000 pounds 
of butter to be processed for the 
world market for ghee. Other but- 
ter producing nations would make 
up the balance. 

“There is no question that the 
problem of surplus butter here 
and abroad can be solved,” a 
government spokesman said yes- 
terday. ‘‘Those treating daily with 


the problem are concerned main- . 


ly now with getting an assured 
future supply.’’ 

Officials have insisted that this 
country assure possible distribu- 
tors of ghee abroad that it will 
supply a minimum quantity of 
butter for processing each year 
over at least a three-year period. 
| Two large American dairy com- 
panies have. indicated a willing- 
ness to erect processing plants 
abroad to handle imports of but- 
ter for conversion into ghee. 
They have asked for assurances 
that dairy farmers here will con- 
tinue to supply the market once 
a broader demand has been cre- 
ated in India, Pakistan and else- 
where. 

In March the Department of 
Agriculture concluded the sale of 
4,000,000 pounds of ghee for de- 


livery to Pakistan. The product 
was converted to ghee from 
stocks of surplus butter here and 
was sold at 50 cents a pound. The 
Indian government also pur- 
chased 1,000,000 pounds of the 
product for delivery during July! 
and August. The Indian purchase, 
it was said, is experimental in’ 
nature and was made before de- 
ciding to purchase butter in large 
quantities for conversion § into 
ghee.
